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TRAGEDY AS HIT-AND-RUN VICTIM GRANDMOTHER DIES, AGED 88 



AN 88-YEAR-OLD grandmother has died 
after she was knocked down by a hit-and- 
run driver who fled the scene in Great Barr. 

Police are now hunting the driver who hit 
Mary Elizabeth Humpherson, known to her 
friends as Betty, while she was making one 
of her regular trips across the A34 Birming¬ 
ham Road just before midday on Friday. 

The driver then abandoned the car at the 
scene and ran off, while the pensioner was 
rushed to hospital and died later that day. 

Her family paid tribute to her, stating: 
“It is difficult to express our loss and how 
this has affected us all. Betty was a loving 
mother, grandmother and friend to many in 
Great Barr. A kind-hearted, sincere and car¬ 
ing lady who always put others first. We are 


devastated by this incident and would re¬ 
quest that the family’s privacy is respected 
at this difficult time.” 

Satpal More, who runs Beacon Wines 
newsagents on the Birmingham Road, lo¬ 
cated close to the crash site, said he often 
saw Ms Humpherson crossing the road, and 
that she used to come into the shop. 

“It’s very sad to hear,” said Mr More. 
“She lives nearby and I know of her, al¬ 
though not personally, and she has been a 
customer from time to time.” 

He added: “When I came down on Friday 
the road was shut and the police were there 
doing their investigation. They were still 
there when I arrived, which was after 4pm. 

“I hear that the driver fled to the scene. It 


is shocking.” The spot where Ms Humperh- 
son was killed, near to the junction of Peak 
House Road, is close to where 17-year-old 
Great Barr student Zoe Shapiro was fatally 
hit by a van in February this year. 

Mr More added: “We’ve got speed cam¬ 
eras but people just slow down for them and 
then speed up again. They need to obey the 
speed.” Pc Alex Rippin, from West Midland 
Police’s collision investigation unit, said: 
“The driver abandoned the car at the scene 
and ran off - enquiries are ongoing to trace 
him, but I would like him to do the right 
thing and contact investigating officers. 

“I would also like to hear from anyone 
who has information to contact us by call¬ 
ing 101.” 


Business improvement district plan to bring investment 


TAX MOVES HOPE 
TO BOOST TOWN 


WEDNESBURY town centre could be in line for major 
improvements after it was revealed businesses are con¬ 
sidering joining a scheme which would see them invest 
cash into the town. 

Traders are considering making the town a Business Improvement 
District (BID) which would see firms pay extra tax to be then invested 
back into the town. Money could then be taken from the pot to fund 
various improvements, including upgrades to shop fronts, town centre

town centre managers have said the only 
way we can get funding is by bringing this 
to the table. 

“It’s exciting times for Wednesbury at the 
moment. 

“It seems to have been left behind over 
the years but now it is at the top of the tree. 
With the light rail coming there is a lot of 
stuff going on.” 

Another ward councillor Peter Hughes 
said: “Being Wednesbury people born-and- 
bred we were concerned about the number 
of shops closing in the town. We felt we 
needed to stop the rot. 

“We are looking for ways to bring invest¬ 
ment into the town and the reaction from a 
few of the main retailers seems to have been 
quite positive. 

“The money businesses would have to put 
in would be quite minimal and they would 
get a lot out of it.” 

If the plans go ahead, Wednesbury would 
join West Bromwich in becoming a BID. 

Traders there agreed to sign up to the 
scheme last year and it has been viewed as 


cleaning and putting on events. 

It is also hoped the upgrades could help 
attract new businesses to fill empty shops 
across the town. 

Initial discussions have been held be¬ 
tween business leaders in the town about 
the possibility of setting up the scheme 
next year. 

Companies would only be expected to 
contribute around an extra £100 in busi¬ 
ness rates as part of the agreement. 

Some of the smallest firms may not have 
to part with any cash at all. 


Buzzing 


A major benefit of the scheme is that it 
would ensure the town centre a sustained 
pot of funding over a number of years to 
pay for improvements where necessary. 

Wednesbury councillor Elaine Costigan 
said the launch of the BID would be a huge 
boost for a town which she believes has 
been ‘left behind’. 

But the latest boost comes as plans to 
bring a Very Light Rail system to Wednes¬ 
bury have been revealed. 

Councillor Costigan said: “It would be 
just great for Wednesbury. It needs a lot of 
improvement. 

“Everyone is buzzing about this. The

Etheridge in UKIP 
leadership U-turn 

WEST Midlands MEP and Dudley Coun¬ 
cillor Bill Etheridge has ruled himself out 
of the UKIP leadership race and is back¬ 
ing Nigel Farage’s former deputy Paul 
Nuttall. 

He said Mr Nuttall was the ‘unity can¬ 
didate’ who would bring the party ‘back 
together’. 

Mr Etheridge, who came third in the 
last leadership election last month, said: 
“Over the weekend we have seen both Su¬ 
zanne Evans and Paul Nuttall announce 
they are standing in the election. 

“Paul and I share the same values and 
we have the same supporters whereas I 
consider Suzanne Evans to be a serious 
and grave threat to the future of the party. 

“I think Paul is a good man and is the 
unity figure that the party needs. He will 
also be the best person to stop Suzanne 
Evans.” 

Mr Etheridge was previously consid¬ 
ering on standing in the second election 
which was called after Diane James re¬ 
signed after just 18 days. He will now 
work on Mr Nuttall’s campaign.

Borough at top of 
takeaways table 

SANDWELL has one of the highest 
number of takeaways per person in the 
country - prompting health bosses to 
express concerns. 

The district, which has 114.3 take¬ 
aways per 100,000 people according 
to the latest Public Health England fig¬ 
ures, has the second highest number 
of takeaways per person in the West 
Midlands out of 30 areas and is 39th 
out of 324 authorities in the country. 

In total Sandwell has 362 takeaways 
including 41 in the West Bromwich 
Central ward and 32 in Abbey ward. 

These latest figures come at a time 
when Sandwell was found to be one of 
the worst areas in the country for physi¬ 
cally inactive adults - with nearly half of 
the borough not exercising. 
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Ridge walker plunged to his death

A MOUNTAIN walker from the Black 
Country plunged to his death while 
descending a notoriously difficult ridge 
near the summit of Snowdon, a coroner 
was told. 

Kenneth Hands, from Tividale, lost 
his footing as he and three others de¬ 
cided to abandon a bid to get to the top 
via the narrow Crib Goch ridge walk be¬ 
cause of snow. 

The 35-year-old welder fell down the 
rock face ‘like a rag doll,’ said a witness 
at his inquest. The group had set out to 
climb the 3,560 feet peak when snow 
was forecast, the inquest at Caernarfon 


in Gwynedd heard. Disaster struck after 
rapidly deteriorating weather forced the 
party to scrap their plan to get to the top 
along the narrow Crib Goch ridge walk 
that has been the scene of numerous 
tragedies and rescues. 

Friend and colleague Stuart Bailey 
said the four-strong party had ‘mixed 
results’ for the weather forecast and 
when they arrived in Snowdonia the sun 
was shining and they could see the top 
of Crib Goch. 

But the weather got worse and the 
snow began to fall before they had been 
able to tackle the worst parts of the 


ridge and the group decided to turn back 
as the snow started to stick, recalled Mr 
Bailey. 

He was ahead of Mr Hands when 
he heard what he thought was a bag 
dropping. He went on: “When I turned 
around he was falling. He was uncon¬ 
scious and falling like a rag doll.” 

Snowdon veteran John Grisdale, of 
Llanberis mountain rescue team - Brit¬ 
ain’s busiest - said that Crib Goch was 
probably the most arduous ridge walk in 
England and Wales and required ‘some 
respect.’ Coroner Mrs Nicola Jones re¬ 
corded a verdict of accidental death. 


Fewer jobless claim 
as employment rises 


UNEMPLOYMENT has increased 
even though the number of peo¬ 
ple in work is at record levels, 
new figures have shown. 

The jobless total rose by 10,000 in 
the quarter to August to 1.66 million, 
the first jump since the turn of the 
year. 

In the West Midlands the number out 
of work rose by 3,000 to 168,000, but the 
number in employment was up 45,000 to 
2.69 million. Employment Minister, Da¬ 
mian Hinds, said: “It’s good news in the 
West Midlands where there’s a near record 
of 2.7 million people in work, a rise of al¬ 
most 88,000 in the last year alone.” 

Nationally employment was up by 
106,000 in the latest quarter to almost 32 
million, the highest since records began 
in 1971. The Office for National Statistics 
said its data also showed a 65,000 fall in the 
number of people classed as economically 
active, down to a joint record low rate of 
21.5 per cent, or 8.8 million. 

The national claimant count, including 
those on Jobseeker’s Allowance, also in¬ 
creased last month - up by 700 to 776,400. 
It was the sixth time in the last seven 
months that the figure has increased. 

Seasonal 

But for the West Midlands the total was 
down by just 15 to 83,315. 

The claimant total in Sandwell fell by 60 
to 7,125, 3.6 per cent of the working pop¬ 
ulation and in Birmingham the total rose 
135 to 31,195 (4.4 per cent). Dudley de¬ 
clined by 10 to 5,675 (2.9 per cent) and the 
number of claimants in Walsall remained 
the same at 4,905 (2.9 per cent). 

JobCentre Plus business development 
leader Cathy Taylor said that jobs were 
continuing to come on stream in the Black 
Country. “There is a lot of recruitment 
going on in the retail sector and in hospi¬ 
tality and the Royal Mail is interviewing 
for 200 seasonal jobs in Wolverhampton. 
An agency is also recruiting locally for Am¬ 
azon in Rugeley,” she explained. 

Employment Minister Damian Hinds 
said: “Once again it’s great news for Brit¬ 
ain as the employment rate remains at a 
record high, with more than 31.8 million 
men and women in work. But there’s more 
to do, particularly when it comes to sup¬ 
porting young people into employment.”

accessible and pleasant places to 
spend time. 

Corporate social responsibility 
lead, Jess Fidler, said: “Helping 
keep our canals and waterways 
clean and healthy is just one of 
Severn Trent’s ambitions and this 
opportunity gave us the chance to 
work with WatersideCare, which 
is a great organisation, as well as 
making a positive difference to the 
local environment. 

“The team cleared around a half 


mile stretch of the canal, filling 
more than 60 bin bags with litter 
from the banks.

Sunday parades could be impacted after 
West Midlands Police said responsibility 
for road closures would fall on organis¬ 
ers. But Sandwell Council has confirmed 
parades in the borough will not be af¬ 
fected and will go ahead as planned on 
Sunday, November 13. 

A large parade will pass through 
West Bromwich on the day, meeting 
at the New Square shopping centre at 
10.30am, preceding along Reform Street 
before heading to Dartmouth Park. 

Events will also take place across the 
borough. In Oldbury, a parade will be 
held at the Low Town car park from 
10.50am. A parade will start at 10.25am 
from Highgate Street car park, Old Hill. 

Smethwick’s event will start from 
the Labour Club in Coopers Lane at 
10.35am.

But one dog owner had a bit of a 
shock when his pet brought in a 
teeny, tiny tortoise. The RSPCA was 
called to Gate Street, in Tipton, after 
the reptile was found and safely re¬ 
trieved from the dog. 

RSPCA inspector Dawn Burrell 
went along to collect the spur thigh 
tortoise, believed to be aged around 
one, and took him to a nearby special¬ 
ist exotic vet. 


She said: “Dogs and cats often 
bring in rather random things for 
their owners but I think this gentle¬ 
man had a bit of a shock when his pet 
brought in a tiny tortoise. He knocked 
on his neighbours’ doors to see if an¬ 
yone owned a tortoise or was missing 
one but had no luck so he popped the 
little one in a shoebox and called us. 

“The tortoise - now named Terry 
- is being cared for at the veterinary 
practice and is doing well. But we still 
don’t know where Terry came from 
so if anyone recognises him or thinks 
they may have lost a little tortoise 


then we’d urge them to get in touch 
with us on 0300 123 8018. If Terry 
hasn’t escaped then it may be that 
someone has abandoned him. They 
need a specific environment with a 
temperature gradient at the correct 
level for the species in order to be 
healthy and a lot of people don’t real¬ 
ise what they are taking on when they 
buy them. We would urge any pro¬ 
spective buyers to do their research.” 

If no-one comes forward to claim 
Terry then a member of staff at the 
veterinary practice has already of¬ 
fered him a home. 


light rail link hope to 
boost town business 


A MULTI-MILLION pound Very Light 
Rail system is being planned for 
Wednesbury, which council chiefs 
say will offer a boost to the town. 

Talks are under way to bring in the pi¬ 
oneering system, which would link the 
bus station to a Metro stop on the edge 
of town. 

Bosses said they are ‘very hopeful’ about the 
project, which could be up and running within 
two years. The scheme will be similar to the 
successful Stourbridge Shuttle and built by the 
same firm - Cradley Heath-based Parry People 
Movers. 

The firm’s chairman John Parry said the vi¬ 
sion is for a 2km loop around the town centre, 
which would ‘dramatically change the relation¬ 
ship’ between the town centre and the Metro 
station in Great Western Street. 

Sandwell Council leader Steve Eling said the 
scheme would boost Wednesbury by linking 
two transport hubs. He said: “We’re looking 
into a short connection Very Light Rail vehi¬ 
cle...between the Great Western Street Metro 
stop and the bus station. 

Connectivity 

“Parry People Movers, a Sandwell company, 
would take that forward and it would bring a 
number of benefits around the connectivity of 
the town centre, also help develop a Sandwell 
business and the economy in Sandwell. 

“I’m very hopeful that we will be able to 
bring forward something quite positive as soon 
as possible.” 

Parry People Movers’ engineers and coun¬ 
cil officers have already carried out a walk 
through around the town. 

The next step is for a ‘scoping survey’ which 
could be completed some time in the new year. 

Councillor Eling said assuming funding was 
in place, work to lay the track could then get 
under way. 

A track will be laid on top of the roads in the 
town, making installation simple and avoiding 
any traffic problems, according to Parry Peo¬ 
ple Movers chairman Mr Parry - who said the 
scheme could be up and running by late 2018 
or early 2019. 

“The vision is to reproduce the Stourbridge 
Shuttle’s impact by creating a similar shuttle 
in Wednesbury town centre,” Mr Parry said. 

“Instead of just a ‘there and back’ route we 
think it would work best as a loop which goes 
around the town centre.”

reaching breaking point 


Report by Doug Wootton 


ALMOST 12,000 food dona¬ 
tion packages are dished 
out to poor people across 
the Black Country every 
month - with a university 
lecturer saying the situa¬ 
tion is at breaking point. 

Demand for the food has 
grown in the region with peo¬ 
ple in Wolverhampton and 
Sandwell most at need. 

A study by University of Wol¬ 
verhampton’s Dr Steve Iafrati has 
found the need for food banks is set 
to reach an all-time high, with an 
increase expected over the winter. 

He said an increase in the num¬ 
ber of working families being forced 
to access services means thousands 
of packages are needed to meet the 
growing demand. 

Analysis showed that an average 
month across the Black Country 
called for approximately 11,600 food 
donation packages - around 3,000 
hot meals and more than 8,500 
3-day parcels. 

Homeless 

He said even this figure repre¬ 
sented a significant under-estimate 
as food is frequently provided by 
other unofficial agencies, with fig¬ 
ures unrecorded. He also expects 
the figure to rise during the winter 
months. 

Dr Iafrati has urged the public 
to do what they can to show their 
support. 

He said: “Food banks are no 
longer just for people who are home¬ 
less or on benefits. We are seeing 
demand from working families who 
cannot afford to feed their children. 

“Some food banks are just about 
coping and some are struggling to 
keep up with demand. They cannot 
always get as much food or as many 
volunteers as they need. Even larger 
food banks can be in a situation 
where they’re just one month away 
from crisis. 

“We need to raise awareness of 
this situation and urge people to 
contact their local food banks and 
make donations.”

Wrecking 
spree son 
jailed after 
breaking in 

A DRUNK who went on a wrecking 
spree after breaking into the home of 
his mother has been locked up for 14 
months. 

She was at work when Miles Char¬ 
ters struck in Slatch House Road, 
Smethwick but a neighbour heard the 
disturbance and alerted police, Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court was told. 

Officers found the front bay window 
had been smashed along with several 
other windows in the kitchen, a bed¬ 
room and the rear door. 

“There were also trails of blood 
all over the floor,” explained Mrs 
SatiRuck, prosecuting. Two hammers 
were found in the premises immedi¬ 
ately after the September 6 attack. 

Charters reacted aggressively to 
being arrested, the court heard. The 
28-year-old head-butted the Peugeot 
in which he was taken to a local police 
station for questioning. He also spat 
on an officer. 

The defendant had previous con¬ 
victions for violence and criminal 
damage. Charters told the court he 
suffered from depression and drank to 
‘self medicate.’ He continued: “There 
is no excuse for my actions. I am not a 
bad person but my emotions boil over. 

“I want to apologise to the police 
officers concerned.” His mother es¬ 
timated the damage to her house at 
around £2,000. 

Mr Simon Williams, defending, 
said: “He is an intelligent but trou¬ 
bled man.” Charters, of no fixed ad¬ 
dress, pleaded guilty to burglary, 
destroying property and assaulting a 
police constable. 

Cocktail of drugs 
proved to be fatal 

A WOMAN died after taking a ‘cock¬ 
tail of drugs’, an inquest heard. 

Sharon McKnight, aged 46, from 
Shakespeare Street, in Sparkhill, Bir¬ 
mingham, died in Sandwell Hospital 
on July 20. She had a history of taking 
drugs and went to a chemist in West 
Bromwich that day to get methadone 
and anti-depressants, Black Country 
Coroners Court heard. 

She later collapsed in a car park in 
the town and was rushed to hospital 
where she died. 

A post mortem revealed that she 
had various illegal substances in her 
blood along with her medication. The 
cause of death given was multi drug 
toxicity with part two alcohol liver 
disease and pneumonia. 

Senior Coroner, Zafar Siddique, re¬ 
corded a verdict of drug-related death. 


Cannabis plants 
discovered at flat 

A LANDLORD uncovered a stash of 
cannabis worth more than £280,000 
in a flat in West Bromwich. 

A total of 569 plants were found in 
two rooms in the property in Great 
Bridge Street last Tuesday. No arrests 
had yet been made, police said.

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Firm halts 
tragedy-hit 
demolition 
of Didcot 

THE Great Barr company working 
on the Didcot Power Station when it 
collapsed, killing four workers, has 
said it will not be continuing with the 
demolition project. 

The four died under thousands of 
tons of rubble when the concrete and 
steel boilerhouse building at the Ox¬ 
fordshire site collapsed as it was being 
prepared for demolition. 

The bodies of three of those killed 
could not be recovered for months 
after the accident. 

Shady Lane-based Coleman & 
Company had been working on the 
decommissioning and demolition of 
the station since March 2012. 

Now the firm has issued a state¬ 
ment on its website saying: “We will 
not be continuing with the remaining 
demolition and site clearance work at 
Didcot A Power Station. 

“We agreed with site owners RWE, 
that this is in the best interests of all 
parties.” 

Coleman said all its staff currently 
working at Didcot will be redeployed 
to other major projects. 

The four men killed were Michael 
Codings, aged 53, from Teeside, Ken 
Cresswell, 57, and John Shaw, 61, 
both from Rotherham and Chris Hux- 
table, 34, from Swansea. Following 
the recovery of the last victim, John 
Shaw, the company’s managing direc¬ 
tor, Mark Coleman, posted a tribute 
on the firm’s Facebook page. 

He said: “For the families, the loss 
of their husbands, partners, fathers, 
brothers and sons is an absolute trag¬ 
edy and everyone at Coleman & Com¬ 
pany is deeply sorry for their loss.” 


Abuse records 
call by Spellar 

A BLACK Country MP has called 
on the Government to keep detailed 
records of children who have been 
abused in order to get them the sup¬ 
port they need. 

John Spellar says national data falls 
short when it comes to recording all 
cases where youngsters have been 
abused. 

He has backed the NSPCC’s It’s 
Time petition calling on the Depart¬ 
ment of Health and NHS England to 
count children who have been abused 
and are in need of mental health sup¬ 
port. 

The Warley MP said: “We tend to 
take it for granted that the Govern¬ 
ment has data on everything that is 
important. 

“But right now, they are not count¬ 
ing the number of children who have 
been abused and need support. 

“We need this data so that the cur¬ 
rent gap in services can be addressed, 
to ensure children get the therapeutic 
services they need to help them over¬ 
come the trauma of their abuse.” 

Peter Wanless, NSPCC CEO, said: 
“If we don’t know exactly how many 
children are missing out, we can’t do 
everything we can to help. 

“So it’s essential we find out.” 


dub to make way for Lidl 


Members 



Halesowen Members Club 


HALESOWEN Members Club is to 
be demolished so that Lidl can extend 
their supermarket in the town centre. 

The plans to demolish Halesowen 
Members Club on the Hagley Road 
were approved at Dudley Council’s 
development control committee last 
Monday. The demolition is going 
ahead despite concerns over the loss 
of the venue, which dates back to 
the 1950s, as well as worries over in¬ 
creased congestion on Hagley Road. 

The approved application follows 
a previous failed attempt by the su¬ 
permarket to increase their car park 


capacity by 75 spaces, which was re¬ 
fused permission in February. 

The subsequent amended proposals 
asked instead for 57 parking spaces 
to be created. The applicants also 
changed the design of the access to ad¬ 
dress concerns over whether it could 
deal with increased traffic, and added 
a pedestrian refuge. 

This access along with concerns 
that the raised car park would ‘vis¬ 
ually dominate the street scene’. De¬ 
velopment control committee member 
councillor David Vickers said: “Resi¬ 
dents across the other side of the road 


are going to be looking at a raised car 
park.” 

However there was praise for the 
applicants by committee member 
Councillor David Stanley, who said: “I 
am very pleased with Lidl. They ha¬ 
ven’t gone to appeal, they have gone 
back to work on the plans.” 

Addressing committee members, 
ward Councillor Simon Phipps said 
that the modifications had not solved 
the problems. “It will have no effect 
on the traffic flow where it really mat¬ 
ters,” he said. “The car park is used 
by many people for free parking.” 


Boy, 3, savaged as 
Akita dog gets loose 


A THREE-YEAR-OLD boy was 
savagely attacked by a dog in the 
street, a court heard. 

The American Akita leapt up at the boy 
and his screaming mother desperately 
tried to pull her son from the animal’s 
grip during the terrifying attack in Tip- 
ton. 

Magistrates ruled at the hearing that the dog 
named Troy would not be put down and could 
return to the family home. Prosecutor Mrs Par- 
minder Hayre told Walsall Magistrates Court 
that the boy’s mother was ‘screaming and try¬ 
ing to pull [the boy] away from the dog’s grip. 

She said the boy’s mother had told police of 
the dog’s enormous strength. 

Within moments, the dog’s owner Kulwinder 
Singh had pulled it away from the boy ‘with 
great difficulty’, took it through his garage and 
into his back garden. He then went to help the 
boy, whose head was ‘pouring with blood’. 

The boy’s mother said her son had been left 
with teeth marks above his left ear and three 
deep scratches - one on his shoulder and two 
on his back. 

Lead 

Magistrates were told that the youngster 
spent time in hospital following the attack and 
his injuries were so severe they had to be glued 
together. The boy was walking along Colville 
Close with his mother and sister on May 26. 
Without warning Singh’s family pet broke free 
and attacked him. 

The five-year-old dog had been tied to a co¬ 
nifer in front of Singh’s home by a metal lead 
and leather collar as the 48-year-old completed 
chores nearby. 

Magistrates were told the youngster had 
been left with ‘serious psychological harm’ . 
Miss Amrisha Parathalingam, defending, said 
that Singh had shown remorse. 

In a report a West Midlands Police dog ex¬ 
pert recommended Troy be given back to Singh 
but that he and his family would need to obey 
strict conditions. Singh admitted, last Monday 
being an owner in charge of a dog dangerously 
out of control and causing injury. 

Magistrates acknowledged Singh showed 
remorse but told him he will need to pay the 
boy £1,500 in compensation, a contribution of 
£1,241 towards kennel fees, costs of £350 and 
a victim surcharge of £85. The dog will be al¬ 
lowed to go back to Singh’s home but must be 
muzzled and on a lead in public places.

vacant offices 
apartments bid 

VACANT offices above Smethwick’s 
West Cross Shopping Centre have 
been earmarked for conversion into 
residential apartments. 

The proposal is to create 10 flats by 
changing the use of the first and sec¬ 
ond floors above 21 and 22 West Cross 
Shopping Centre on Oldbury Road. 

These apartments would be a mix¬ 
ture of four, three and one-bedroom 
dwellings. In total the vacant offices 
cover nearly 922 metres of internal 
floorspace. The application has been 
submitted to Sandwell Council by Bir¬ 
mingham-based Lanesway Ltd. 

School extension 
plan green light 

PLANS to expand a Tipton secondary 
school have been approved. 

Sandwell Council planners have 
given the green light to a new two-sto- 
rey building at RSA Academy, in Bil- 
ston Road. 

This new building will include 18 
new classrooms, a dining room and 
new kitchen. School bosses have said 
the move could allow the school to in¬ 
crease its pupil capacity from 1,080 to 
1,360. The new building will see the 
school’s current sports pitches relo¬ 
cated, according to a planning state¬ 
ment submitted by the academy. 

90-space car park 
a boost to traders 

A CAR park will be open in Dudley 
town centre by mid November - an 
announcement which has been wel¬ 
comed by town traders. 

The council has stated that the 
plans for 90-space car park on Tower 
Street are on schedule, with prices to 
park starting from 70p. 

The car park is the latest in a series 
of new spaces for the town from the 
council with 21 new short stay spaces 
open and two small car parks for New 
Mill Street and Stoney Street. 

Expansion urged 
for Brum airport 

SUPPORT is growing for a campaign 
calling for the expansion of Birming¬ 
ham Airport ahead of an announce¬ 
ment over UK airports. A decision was 
due this week over whether Gatwick 
or Heathrow should be expanded. 

. However, Sir Howard Davies, 
chairman of the Airports Commis¬ 
sion, said Birmingham should be con¬ 
sidered. 

Once the high-speed HS2 rail line 
is built, he said “Birmingham might 
indeed be a more interesting option.” 

Study on devolution 

A CENTRE to look at the devolution 
agenda will be launched at Birming¬ 
ham City University. 

The Centre for Regional Eco¬ 
nomic Development and Investment 
launches on October 27 at the Curzon 
Building, in the city centre campus, 
between 8am and 1pm.

THE past quarter of a century has not 
been a vintage period for American pres¬ 
idents. Barack Obama’s eight years in 
the White House have been largely for¬ 
gettable, Bill Clinton’s remembered only 
for a sex scandal, and George W Bush’s 
tenure is, well, probably best forgotten 
altogether. 

But the latest two contenders take it 
to a whole new level. In a country with 
a population of 320 million, could they 
really not have come up with better than 
this pair? A boorish billionaire against the 
bolshie wife of an unloved former presi¬ 
dent.

GLASS half full, or half empty? On the 
one hand, Dudley has the fifth worst town 
centre of its size in the country for empty 
shops, with more than 20 per cent.

Mother: We must get 
tough on knife crime 


Murder Victim Tom Kirwan’s 
mother is leading the call for 
a crackdown on knife crime. 

PETE MADELEY reports 


THE mother of murder victim Tom 
Kirwan has called for tougher sen¬ 
tences for knife crime after new 
figures showed a dramatic rise in 
the number of incidents involving 
blades across the West Midlands. 

The latest figures from the Office for 
National Statistics (ONS) show that 37 
out of 44 police forces in England and 
Wales recorded a rise in offences involv¬ 
ing knives and sharp instruments in the 
year to June. 

Knife crime itself rose by nine per cent na¬ 
tionally, with nearly one in five of the extra 
offences taking place in the West Midlands. 

Emer Kirwan, whose son Tom was stabbed 
to death outside the former Uberra Club in 
Wolverhampton in July 2012, said it was 
‘heartbreaking’ to see the high levels of knife 
crime in the region. 

Her son’s killer has never been found, and 
she says one of the reasons why so many peo¬ 
ple carry knives is that they have no fear of 
prosecution. 

Distressing 

“A lot of people think they can carry a 
weapon around and not get prosecuted for it,” 
she said. 

“There should be stiffer sentences for any¬ 
one who is found carrying a knife. 

“How any normal person can go around car¬ 
rying a knife and use it on another person is 
beyond me. I just don’t understand the men¬ 
tality. Something has got to be done because 
the problem is clearly getting worse.” 

In the last month alone there have been

three stabbings in the space of eight days in 
Dudley borough. Mansoor Mahmood, aged 24, 
died after he was stabbed in the stomach in 
Brierley Hill, a 22-year-old man was stabbed 
in Lower Gornal and an 18-year-old critically 
injured in a stabbing in Sedgley. 

There was also a stabbing on a bus in West 
Bromwich, which led to a 16-year-old boy re¬ 
quiring hospital treatment, while in Septem¬ 
ber 23-year-old Mircea Gheorghe Cozmiuc was 
knifed to death in Whitmore Reans, Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

All of the incidents took place after the ONS

figures were compiled, sparking fears that 
knife crime across the region could be getting 
worse. 

The force has raged a long-running battle 
to rid the streets of violent crime, with the 
region having seen a number of high profile 
stabbings. They include Halesowen schoolgirl 
Christina Edkins, who was fatally stabbed in 
the chest by Phillip Simelane, of Walsall, while 
travelling to school on the No.9 bus along Hag- 
ley Road, in Edgbaston, on March 7, 2013. 

Her great uncle Chris Melia, said: “It is dis¬ 
tressing to see that more and more people are 


going through the same distressing experience 
as ours. It seems there is still not enough re¬ 
sources being put into stopping knife crime.” 

In February last year thugs armed with 
a knife and a hammer brought terror to the 
streets of Wolverhampton in gang-related vio¬ 
lence that took place in broad daylight. 

Earlier this year Darren Parker, who was 
43, was killed after being knifed in a house in 
West Bromwich, while in October 2015, Her¬ 
man ‘Louis’ Simpson, 46, was stabbed to death 
in his home in Wolverhampton. 

Wolverhampton South East MP Pat McFad- 
den, said: “I think these figures will strike fear 
into the heart of every parent. Whenever there 
is a rise in the crime rate we have to take it 
very seriously. 

“But the figures showing the rise in knife 
crime in the West Midlands are of particular 
concern. We all know that knives can end lives 
and cause endless heartbreak. We should all be 
extremely worried.” 

Warley MP John Spellar said that getting 
knives off the streets ‘must be a major prior¬ 
ity’. 

West Midlands Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner David Jamieson has vowed to clamp 
down on knife crime. 

He said: “Following the recent knife attacks 
in the Black Country, the police are working 
round the clock to bring those responsible to 
justice, support the victims and their families 
and reassure the community. 

“Tackling knife crime is a top priority and 
my office has been approached by community 
leaders in Dudley about the installation of a 
knife surrender bin in the borough - some¬ 
thing we are pleased to support. 

“I want to reassure the public West Mid¬ 
lands Police is doing all it can to protect the 
community and bring those responsible before 
the courts.” 

West Midlands Police have installed dozens 
of knife surrender bins around the region in a 
bid to clamp down on knife crime. 

Last month 158 blades and one imitation 
gun were recovered from seven, with 71 knives 
placed in a bin in West Bromwich High Street. 
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Sadness over decimation of industry 


ROBERT Waller, in his letter ‘Busi¬ 
ness is on the brink’, laid bare the 
bones of several skeletons of our in¬ 
dustrial past. As an engineer, what has 
happened to our industries in the last 
50 years has been, and still is a great 
sadness for me. 

As to what happened in the 1970s 
and 80s - my experience at that time 
was one of British businessmen giv¬ 
ing away the products we made to 
other countries by way of investment, 
in getting their products made much 
cheaper, thereby making more profit. 

One such company was in Cradley, 


who in around 1983-85, sent all their 
machine tools to China. They received 
their products back, fully packaged 
with their logo, ready to deliver to their 
customers. And finally as the MD told 
me, they made 30 per cent more profit. 

I know that before we joined the 
EEC, as the EU was then called, we 
had trade agreements with New Zea¬ 
land and Australia whereby we had 
their meat, lamb, beef and they had 
our cars. So when we joined the EEC 
we had to forgo the agreement, so they 
were not obliged to take our cars. At 
this point Australia was buying 90 per 


cent of their off-road cars from Land 
Rover, a few years later Land Rover 
collapsed. 

I remember on the BBC Radio 4 
Today programme, an interview with 
a Minister from New Zealand saying 
what a great favour we had done them. 
Instead of taking their sheep in car¬ 
cass form, for some reason, we were 
allowed to take it cut into ready to sell 
legs, chops, etc, and by doing this they 
were making 700 per cent more profit. 
Boom, boom.

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Council launches renewed 
effort to target travellers 


COUNCIL chiefs in Sandwell have launched a renewed crack¬ 
down on illegal traveller camps - and are set to use new legal 
powers to move the encampments on within 24 hours. 

The borough has been blighted by a 25 per cent rise in camps in 
the last 18 months and chiefs have revealed the same injunctions that 
neighbouring Walsall is using are due to be brought in. These enable 
authorities to break up illegal camps much quicker than with their 
- normal Dowers. 


Campaign is 
launched on 
burglaries 

AN ANTI-BURGLARY campaign has 
been launched by West Midlands Po¬ 
lice to close in with the dark evenings 
drawing in. 

The campaign, ‘Darker Nights’, has 
its own dedicated webpage with ad¬ 
vice on how to keep your home safe. 
This is being backed up by a host of 
posters and postcards which are being 
distributed across the region. 

Force crime reduction expert Sgt 
Andy Gregory said: “Each year we see 
a seasonal spike when the clocks go 
back and so it is important that com¬ 
munities are aware of ways to protect 
themselves and their property. 

“In under one third of burglaries, 
thieves gain access through an open 
window or door. Simple measures 
such as making sure you’ve locked 
all windows and doors and left a light 
on before you go out, reduces the 
chance of your home being targeted 
by thieves.” 

People should report any suspicious 
activity to police on 101. 


Only four councils in the country 
have so far brought in the powers - 
with Sandwell set to become the fifth. 

Cabinet member for regeneration 
and economic investment Paul Moore 
said ‘nothing was off the table’ as 
chiefs bid to combat the increased in¬ 
flux of travellers. 

The legal action already granted to 
Walsall Council gives the authority 
powers to remove travellers from sites 
in just 24 hours. 

Councillor Moore said: “We’ve expe¬ 
rienced about a 25 per cent increase in 
the last 12 to 18 months [in the num¬ 
ber of unauthorised encampments]. 

Unauthorised 

“We’re following a similar route 
that Walsall have gone down in terms 
of legal action - but that isn’t the only 
option. On a wider Black Country level 
Sandwell Council is leading on produc¬ 
ing a Black Country policy on unau¬ 
thorised encampments. 

“Another important thing we’re 
doing is securing our high risk sites 
that have been repeatedly targeted. 

“The issues and problems about 
unauthorised encampments require 
more than just one response. 

“Going down the legal route is one 
of our options.” 

So far this year, the cash-strapped 
council has spent more than £250,000 
clearing up the mess left behind after 
travellers have moved on.

Ms Davis has been 
praised for her actions which, without 
doubt, helped bring the man back from 
the brink of death. She is to receive a 
Royal Humane Society resuscitation 
certificate for what she did and was 
praised by the Secretary of the Society 
Dick Wilkinson. 

He said: “Put simply, Samantha was 
the right person in the right place at 
the right time. 

“Thankfully she had first aid skills 
which she had only recently acquired 
and she was able to put them to im¬ 
mediate use. 

“She was undoubtedly responsible 
for saving the man’s life.”

Ex-haulage site scheme 


A GYMNASTICS club that 
counts Olympian Kristian 
Thomas among its members 
is set to open a second base 
in Oldbury. 

Earls Gymnastics Club’s plans 
for a new centre have been given 
the go-ahead by council planners 

Club chiefs said they have been 
scouring the Black Country for four 
years for a suitable site for another 
base, which will help cater for growing 
numbers. Bosses at the club, based in 
Halesowen, have been searching for 
new premises since 2012. 

Now the 400-strong club submitted 
proposals to Sandwell Council for a 
unit in Wharfside, Oldbury and these 
were approved at a planning commit¬ 
tee meeting recently. 

However, they need to be rub¬ 
ber-stamped by full council before the 
scheme can begin. 

Excellent 

Speaking at the meeting, Councillor 
Susan Downing welcomed the scheme. 
She said: “Earls Gymnastics Club has 
got a excellent reputation and a lot of 
gymnasts from the club are getting 
recognition. 

“I think this would be a great asset 
for our children in the Oldbury ward 
as well as the rest of the borough.” 

The club is hoping to run two sites - 
keeping its existing base in Halesowen 
and also operating from the Oldbury 
centre. Wolverhampton-born Kristian 
won gold at the 2015 European Cham¬ 
pionships on the floor. 

A planning statement submitted 
by the club for a change of use at the 
Oldbury site states: “EGO have been 
looking for suitable premises for four 
years without success. When assessing 
the suitability of a property it is not 
just the physical size requirements 
and parking provision but also location 
is a key factor.” 


AN application to build 188 homes on 
a former haulage site in Rowley Regis 
has been approved. 

Sandwell Council has granted per¬ 
mission for the houses to be built on 
the old Norbert Dentressangle site off 
Doulton Road. The plans will see the 
demolition of existing buildings once 
used by the French logistics firm, and 
a mix of properties built on 12.8 acres 
of land. 

It follows a previous outline applica¬ 
tion for 218 dwellings and retail units, 


which was approved by the council in 
November 2014. 

However in their new proposal, the 
applicants Countryside Properties 
state: “The overall vision for the land 
off Doulton Road has evolved through 
a process of on site analysis, assess¬ 
ment of the constraints, and discus¬ 
sions with Sandwell Council to realise 
the potential of the site and meet the 
needs of the local community.” 

Ward councillor Susan Eaves said: 
“It will be marvellous for the area.”

Passenger 
level tops 
a million 
at airport 


BIRMINGHAM Airport enjoyed its 19th con¬ 
secutive month of record passenger num¬ 
bers in September. 

In total 1,207,796 people were recorded travelling 
through, up by 15.8 per cent on the same time last 
year. It was the fifth consecutive month in which it 
had handled more than a million passengers. 


Long haul saw very sig¬ 
nificant passenger growth 
rates, up by 21.5 per cent 
and short haul grew by 15.1 
per cent year-on-year. 

Airport chief executive 
Paul Kehoe said: “As we 
approach the winter season 
we will commence a £100 
million package of termi¬ 
nal works to improve the 
customer journey in time 
for the busy summer 2017 
period.” 

Scheduled traffic ac¬ 
counted for 87 per cent of 
the airport’s total passenger 
volume for September and 
saw a 27.1 per cent growth 
compared to the same 
month last year. Charter 
traffic accounted for 13 per 
cent of the total. 

Middle Eastern, Euro¬ 
pean, Caribbean and Asian 
destinations saw the great¬ 
est increase in passengers 
compared to the same

month last year. This is due 
to a greater amount of air¬ 
lines serving these regions. 

Meanwhile, a union has 
warned of Christmas travel 
disruption at four UK air¬ 
ports - including Birming¬ 
ham - unless a baggage 
carrier transfers staff to 
other companies. 

Unite said it understood 
that Aviator planned to close 
its operations at Birming¬ 
ham, Gatwick, Manchester 
and Newcastle airports for 
financial reasons. It has 196 
staff at Birmingham looking 
after 14 airlines. 

The Scandinavian firm 
will close its operations at 
the end of November, but 
Unite said it wanted clarity 
about what it is planning 
to do to ensure continuity 
of check-in, refuelling, and 
baggage handling services.

School's patrol anguish 



BOSSES of a primary school 
located on a busy road have 
hit out at cash-strapped 
Dudley Council’s plans to axe 
lollipop patrols. 

Governors of Thorns Primary 
in Quarry Bank say pupils are ‘at 
great risk’ from the busy Thorns 
Road. 

Fifty speeding drivers were reported 


and two vehicles were seized in a two- 
hour police crackdown on the road 
and nearby Dudley Road earlier this 
month. As part of the authority’s pro¬ 
posal, schools would have to pay for 
the patrols to make up for the cuts. 

But Thorns Primary School gover¬ 
nors say this would ‘inevitably impact 
on the employment and academic 
standards’, because the school would 
need to make up the cost from other 
areas. The speed limit of Thorns Road 


was reduced from 40 to 30mph in 2014 
in a bid to boost safety. 

Hilary Bills, cabinet member for en¬ 
vironmental services, said the safety of 
children is of ‘paramount importance’, 
but the school’s ‘free crossing service’ 
is being reviewed ‘due to ongoing 
funding cuts by central government.’ 

Governors said council officers sug¬ 
gested a Healthy Schools grant or PE 
Sports premium could be used to pay 
for crossing patrols.

Killer jailed for revenge 
attack at currency outlet 


Service hailed 
as a ‘lifeline’ 

A SANDWELL woman has hailed the coun¬ 
cil’s Community Alarms service - describ¬ 
ing it as a “lifeline” for her and her hus¬ 
band to stay independent. 

Hazel Merrick has urged others caring at 
home for people with illnesses or disabilities 
to sign up for the council-run service. 

The service fits alarms to a person’s 
home telephone along with an emergency 
button to wear around their neck or waist. 
In an emergency, the person can press their 
alarm button and their call will be for¬ 
warded to the control centre. Hazel’s hus¬ 
band, Robert, aged 66, was diagnosed with 
Parkinson’s disease in 1996 and Hazel uses 
the community alarms service to help her 
care for him at home. 

The Community Alarms service can be 
used by anyone with a disability, older peo¬ 
ple, or those who have care needs. The ser¬ 
vice costs as little as 60p per day. For more 
information, go to www.sandwell.gov.uk/ 
community alarms or call 0121 569 6800. 


A CARPENTER who stab¬ 
bed a father of eight to 
death in a revenge attack 
has been jailed for at least 
21 years for the murder. 

Douane Brown had a long run¬ 
ning feud with 36-year-old Horace 
Williams which exploded into hor¬ 
rifying bloodshed when they met by 
chance at a Bureau de Change that 
is also an internet cafe in Cape Hill, 
Smethwick on April 16. 

The victim had allegedly pointed 
a gun at the 39-year-old defendant 
on an earlier occasion. 

Brown saw Mr Williams in the

building and returned soon after¬ 
wards armed with the knife and 
stood beside his unarmed rival in 
the queue for service. 

Moments later he pulled a knife 
from his pocket, withdrew the 
blade and plunged it into the neck 
of Mr Williams. The single blow 
cut through the jugular vein and 
carotid artery of the victim causing 
massive blood loss and was cap¬ 
tured on CCTV. 

The victim staggered out into the 
street, gesturing to passers-by for 
help and collapsed. 


He died within minutes despite 
the efforts of members of the public 
and paramedics to save him. Wit¬ 
nesses later told police: “It was like 
a scene out of a horror movie.” 

Brown calmly walked to a Ford 
Focus he had borrowed from a 
garage while his car was being re¬ 
paired and drove away. 

Less than an hour later the fa¬ 
ther of four called up Google on his 
phone to check flights to Jamaica 
where he was born and lived until 
coming to the UK in 2001. 

He booked a seat on a plane leav¬ 
ing Gatwick on April 18 and paid 
extra for an increase in his baggage 


allowance, suggesting he intended 
to stay longer than the fortnight on 
his return ticket. 

But his bid to escape British jus¬ 
tice was halted in the nick of time 
when he was seen by an armed 
police patrol in Kendrick Drive, 
West Bromwich the night before 
the flight took off, driving the Ford 
Focus The defendant was unani¬ 
mously convicted of murder after 
a five day trial and jailed for life 
with minimum of 21 years behind 
bars before he can be considered for 
parole. Judge Mark Wall QC said: 
“This cannot have been a random 
stabbing.”

5,000 home 
masterplan

A MASTERPLAN for 
5,000 homes in Sandwell 
and Birmingham has been 
unveiled. 

Five sites would be 
transformed under the 
£400 million development 
plan. The Greater Icknield 
and Smethwick Housing 
Growth Prospectus could 
rejuvenate brownfield sites 
and provide much-needed 
housing at the Black Coun¬ 
try and second city border. 

Homes will spring up 
around the new Midland 
Metropolitan Hospital in 
Grove Lane, Smethwick, 
while Windmill Eye and 
Brindley Canalside in 
Smethwick are also in line 
for major investment as 
part of the masterplan. 

Icknield Port Loop and 
Spring Hill in Birmingham 
would also undergo rede¬ 
velopment. 

The project has been 
launched by the West Mid¬ 
lands Combined Author¬ 
ity, in conjunction with 
Sandwell Council and Bir¬ 
mingham City Council. 

Leaders are seeking to 
attain Housing Zone status 
from Government which 
could see the homes deliv¬ 
ered more quickly.

Tom, Wave hello 
to solo stardom 


ALBUMS

TOM Chaplin is feeling epic 
on his debut solo album The 
Wave. 

Constantly returning to an aquatic 
theme, these songs will please fans of 
his band Keane with crowd-pleasing 
choruses and anthemic grandeur. But 
he is also good on the piano-led bal¬ 
lads. 

Key tracks include The River, Still 
Waiting, Quicksand and Hardened 
Heart, the latter about defeating his 
personal demons. There is a melan¬ 
cholic feel to the album but the songs 
are also uplifting, and his vocals soar. 

His Brum Glee Club gig on Sunday is 
sold out. His next could be at an arena 
if this catches the ears of U2 and Bran¬ 
don Flowers’ fans. 

Seasick Steve is in fine form on 
his eighth album, Keepin’ The Horse 
Between Me And The Ground. The 

double CD features 20 songs ranging 
from raw blues stomps to wistful hobo 
laments with a little country and rock 
too. 

Highlights include Hell, which recy¬ 
cles the Spirit In The Sky riff as Steve 
decides where to send all the politi¬ 
cians and bankers; the poignant Ship¬ 
wreck Love; plus some heartfelt covers 
of Gentle On My Mind, Everybody’s 
Takin’, Love’s Signed DC and Hank 
Williams’ I’m So Lonesome. 

The end of a relationship has in¬ 
spired many albums so its refresh¬ 
ing that Jack Savoretti on his latest, 
Sleep No More, sings about staying 
together through the difficult times 
that all couples at some time face. The 
singer-songwriter’s velvet on sandpa¬ 
per voice is appealing, as are these 
restless songs that he describes as ‘a 
love letter to my wife’. 

He recorded each song in a day in

a bid to capture the emotion and it 
has worked, an essential rawness not 
overpowered by lush touches like the 
strings on We Are Bound. Other high¬ 
lights include the gently rocking When 
We Were Lovers, the heartfelt I’m 
Yours, the soaring Troubled Souls and 
the title song with it’s Ennio Morricone 
movie theme feel. 

Savoretti made his name with his last 
album Written in Scars but has sur¬ 
passed it with Sleep No More. He is in 
concert at Birmingham 02 Institute on 
Thursday, November 3. 

Rebecca Ferguson is one of the 
best singers discovered by The X Fac¬ 
tor but I feared for her career when her 
last album took the redundant step of 
covering the Billie Holiday songbook, 
due to the similarity in their smoky 
vocals. New album Superwoman re¬ 
invents the Liverpudlian songstress as 
a soul singer, albeit one with her own 


distinctive phrasing and vulnerable 
emotive style. 

Bones, the opening song and single, 
swells nicely and there are retro nods 
(a hint of Motown on Don’t Want You 
Back and Stax on the title song). Even 
so-so power ballads are elevated into 
something special when showcasing 
Ferguson’s tender-tough vocal. Re¬ 
becca Ferguson is in concert at Bir¬ 
mingham Symphony Hall on Wednes¬ 
day, November 2. 

Broadway star Idina Menzel, best 
known for belting out Defying Gravity 
and Frozen’s Let It Go, turns to pow¬ 
er ballads - the closest pop genre to 
showtunes - for her fifth solo album, 
idina. 

None of the 12 original songs are 
likely to set the charts aflame but on 
Queen Of Swords she shows that she 
is a match for such divas as Celine 
Dion. Her voice is at its most interest¬ 
ing on a (relatively) restrained song like 
I See You, though even then a show¬ 
stopping finale can’t be resisted. 

New York synth duo Phantogram 
are on the cusp of the big time with 
album Three and key track You Don’t 
Get Me High Anymore, sounding like 
Lana Del Rey given a dubstep revamp. 
With a sound that ranges from Mercury 
Rev-like indie quirk to twitchy Skrillex- 
ish arrangements, Sarah Barthel and 
Josh Carter are an intriguing musical 
partnership who could appeal to fans 
of Sia and Halsey thanks to the blend 
of electronica with Barthel’s alto vocal. 

Australian oufit Jagwar Ma conjure 
up a glorious blend of psychedelic pop 
and dance music that harks back to the 
heyday of The Stone Roses and Primal 
Scream on their second album, Every 
Now & Then, whilst fellow Aussies 
Tame Impala are also brought to mind. 

Highlights include the jangling gui¬ 
tars and propulsive synths of Say What 
You Feel, which morphs into a cousin 
of Chris Brown’s Beautiful People, and 
the Fatboy Slim-like Give Me A Rea¬ 
son.

SINGER-SONGWRITER Jack Savoretti releases his new al¬ 
bum, Sleep No More, tomorrow (Friday) and is in concert at 
Birmingham’s 02 Institute next Thursday (November 3) as 
part of his UK tour. 

Sleep No More is the follow-up to his hugely successful 
breakthrough album Written In Scars. 

The new album’s opener and first single is When We Were 
Lovers, it sets the tone for a set of 12 songs that Jack de¬ 
scribes as a “love letter to my wife”. 

“The whole point of this album is that it’s about the stuff 
that keeps you up at night,” Jack explains.

A tale of adultery, fraud, 
bigamy and murder 


A ccording to the skipping rhyme 
she inspired, the Victorian serial 
killer Mary Ann Cotton is ‘dead 
and forgotten; but it seems that’s not 
quite the case. 

Her story has intrigued writer 
Gwyneth Hughes, who explores the 
life of the poisoner in the new-two part 
drama Dark Angel. 

And it also captured the attention of 
Downton Abbey star Joanne Froggatt, 
who plays Mary Ann. The actress says: 
“I was really excited about this role. 
Although Dark Angel is a period 
drama, Mary Ann could not be more 
different from (Downton’s) Anna Bates.” 

In fact, Joanne was so intrigued, 
she even did some of her own 
additional research into Mary Ann to 
help understand what drove the real- 
life murder. She explains: “I read a 
book about her which is a factual 
account, as far as we know, of what 
happened. Then I did some research 
on female serial killers in general and 
the differences between male and 
female serial killers. 

“Because to play somebody you 
have to make sense of what they’re 


doing in their head. Not only to make 
sense of it for you, but you have to 
make sense of their thought 
processes and their feelings. It’s very 
challenging with such serious subject 
matter.” 

When we first meet Mary in this 
opening episode, she’s in her mid¬ 
twenties, married to Billy Mowbray 
(Tom Varey), and has lost four children 
over the course of four years - only 
her fifth daughter, Margaret Jane, has 
survived. 

The family, who have been living in 
Cornwall, decide to make a fresh start 
by returning to Mary’s native Seaham, 
County Durham, where they receive a 
warm welcome from her mother 
Margaret (Penny Layden) and kindly 
stepfather George (Alun Armstrong). 

In fact, George is so keen to protect 
his stepdaughter’s interests, he 
persuades Billy to take out life 
insurance - and when Mary then 
meets flirtatious miner Joe (Jonas 
Armstrong) while buying arsenic to 
sort out a case of bed bugs, it looks 
like she will be collecting on the policy 
sooner rather than later... 


It’s the first in what becomes a 
string of crimes as Mary begins 
insinuating her way into other families. 

Joanne believes Mary’s losses, and 
the times she was living in, go 
someway towards explaining - 
although not justifying - her actions. 

“We first meet her at the age of 25 
when she has suffered the natural 
loss of four of her children. I guess 
she almost goes mad with grief at 
some points... 

“She is a working-class woman in 
the Victorian era and there’s no 
opportunity, no choice. There’s no 
going out and having a career. 
Everything was simply marriage and 
babies. Washing, cleaning, cooking 
and rats. It was a horrendous life and 
she always felt that it was a life that 
wasn’t right. She always wanted more 
than that.” 

Joanne adds: “She can’t accept her 
lot but goes about seeking a better life 
in ways none of us would choose. I 
was fascinated by the psychology 
behind it.” Which is one of the reasons 
why Dark Angel should make 
particularly chilling Halloween viewing.

THE Shoal Hill Tavern is some¬ 
what of a landmark to those liv¬ 
ing around the Cannock area. 

So, after having driven past what 
must have been more than 100 times, 
we decided to give it a shot. 

And we weren’t disappointed. We visited 
the eatery early evening on a Bank Holiday 
Monday and, as the sun shone across the 
pub’s green garden,families and friends sat 
drinking on the benches. 

Though it is always a pleasure to see a 
pub full we did fear the number of people 
outside may mean the place was heaving 
inside too. Luckily for us, it wasn’t too busy 
at all and we were quickly seated. 

One thing to mention is the superb book¬ 
ing system. No-one likes having to call and 
book tables when you’re off out or in a 
hurry - and Shoal Hill Tavern has the per-

feet solution: online booking. It’s all really 
easy and can be done in a matter of seconds 
by mobile phone, via an operator called 
Open Table Inc. Anyway, back to the pub. 

As we walked into the venue, we were 
greeted by a bright, lively atmosphere with 
rustic wooden furniture and floors. The 
Shoal Hill Tavern at Cannock has a few 
great offers during the week. The one we 
had come for was their weekly two mains 
for £20, which takes place every Monday. 
We had arrived at 5pm, and ordered the 
food, before I double checked we were en¬ 
titled to the offer - only to be told it didn’t 
start until 6pm as it was a Bank Holiday. 

A little communication here from the 
staff would have avoided the confusion. 

Similarly, I only discovered the pub had a 
specials board after we had ordered our food 


and eaten our starters. . . The staff could 
make diners aware of any extra food that is 
available. Complaints now aside, I can dis¬ 
cuss my favourite topic - the food. And we 
were impressed. 

My other half and I selected the Char¬ 
cuterie sharer; a wooden platter boasting 
rows of delicious cured, cooked meats, criss¬ 
crossed tiny gherkins and a small, glass pot 
of garlic infused olives. 

Huge 

A wonderful, plentiful selection of fla¬ 
vours and textures - and at just £9.95 a 
reasonably-priced starter for two. Now, 
on to the mains. My partner opted for the 
home roasted ham with egg and chips from 
the lunchtime menu. Other than the lack of 
greens, his plate was stuffed with food - a 
huge amount given that it cost just £6.55. 

For my meal I selected an item from the 


evening menu: The Pork Belly Stack. Now 
I’m a huge fan of pork belly and this really 
wasn’t the best I’ve ever tried. It was a little 
dry and there didn’t appear to be a great 
deal of it. This should have put me off my 
dinner, but the remainder of the dish meant 
it was entirely irresistible. 

Beneath the pork was a creamy sweet 
potato and normal potato mash, which cov¬ 
ered another layer of pork; which, this time, 
was juicy and tasty. Under that was a layer 
of deep green, curly kale - and the whole 
meal swam in a mouth-wateringly thick, 
creamy sauce. 

I couldn’t resist a dessert and opted for 
the raspberry and white chocolate cheese¬ 
cake. Though the base of the cheesecake 
was not as crunchy as I would have likethe 
cheesy bit was creamy and smooth. 

Seeing as the bill was just £44.50 - we left 
with our bellies full and our wallets happy.

IT started as hobby to get his son ex¬ 
cited for Halloween but 10 years on 
Walsall spooky sculptor Simon Patel 
has turned pumpkin carving into an 
art form. 

The 40-year-old father-of-two from Prim- 
ley Avenue, Walsall is well and truly back 
in the ‘spirit’ this year and is expecting 
to make dozens of detailed models with 
London celebrity ‘haunts’ Mahiki bar and 
Bodo’s Schloss among his growing list of 
clients. 

Once October 1 swings round the house hus¬ 


band wastes little time breaking out his carving 
tools and has already made 16 pumpkins for a 
staging company based in the capital. 

Ironically having started out his craft for his 
nine-year-old son Dylan’s first Halloween, now 
Mr Patel does not have any time to make any for 
his own home such is the demand for his work. 

He said: “Now I get requests from all over the 
place. I am taking some down to London right 
now. I will probably make 30 to 40 this year. 
Once October comes round I get started. My kids 
start asking ‘Dad can you make me a pumpkin’. 

“I used to do them for the house but now I get 
so many people asking me for them I don’t really 
get the time. 


“I am going to try and get some out on the 
garden again this year though.” 

Remarkably Mr Patel originally made a name 
for himself using rudimentary spoons until he 
decided to take things a bit more seriously a cou¬ 
ple of years ago by purchasing a German-man¬ 
ufactured set specifically for carving pumpkins 
which is sold in America setting him back around 
£150. 

Although with some of his pumpkins shifting 
for around £75 each it has proved to be a worth¬ 
while investment.

Someone had to be the first to build a vehicle 
as innovative from the ground up: history will 
remember Nissan’s name here. 

Time now though, to make this vehicle more real- 
world viable, a process that starts right here, right now 
with this upgraded version. Previously, this model 
could take you up to 124 miles on a single charge. With 
this improved version though the quoted range figure 
is boosted to 155 miles, now we’re talking. 

So what’s changed about the way the LEAF drives? 
Next to nothing because that never generated any 
complaints. In fact, the LEAF might just be the most 
stealthy fun car out there, this Nissan has a very crisp 
way of stepping off the line and with all of the weight - 
the batteries - mounted so low in the car, it has a centre 
of gravity that a mid-engined supercar can only dream 
of. 

In recent times, Nissan’s engineers have finessed 
the damper settings to reduce float and deliver a more 
agile and dynamic drive without adversely affecting 
ride comfort. The steering system has been given a 
touch more weight to provide steering feel more in 
tune with European tastes, while the performance of 
the brakes has been improved to make them more 
progressive in use, while also increasing the amount of 
energy recovered. Changes have also been made to 
the Eco driving mode. A ‘B’ setting on the transmission 
increases regenerative braking during deceleration, 
while a separate ‘Eco’ button on the steering wheel 
extends driving range by altering the throttle mapping 
to discourage rapid acceleration. 

The LEAF was the first mass production electric 
vehicle to be designed from the ground up for purely 
battery power. Perhaps the most important thing here 
is the overall size. At around 4.5m long, this was the 
first pure electric car big enough for proper family use, 
no more than around 200kgs heavier than a similarly 
shaped conventional model and offering cabin space 
and overall dimensions very comparable to that of a 
conventional Ford Focus-style family hatchback. Even 
today, no other EV on the market can offer you more 
back seat space. The rear bench can comfortably 
accommodate three adults on short journeys, two on 
longer ones and a trio of kids all day long. 

Luggage room is 330-litres and you can increase that 
to 680-litres by pushing forward the rear backrest. 

Up front, as before, there’s an appropriately 
futuristically styled split-level dash, with blue-tinted 
graphics that look pretty conventional until you peer 
closer and find that they’re primarily geared towards 
advising you just how much further you can go before 
a charging top-up is needed. The graphics advise you 
of your success in regenerating electricity and there’s 
an eco-indicator to display the status of electricity 
consumption 

The 30kWh LEAF is offered in two familiar trim grades 
- Acenta and Tekna. Prices start at just under £25,000, 
but that’s for a model without the necessary 6kW 
charger. Get this and also include the useful Solar Cell 
panel that’ll help you charge up via the sun’s rays and 
you’ll be paying up to around £26,000 for the Acenta 
version or up to £28,000 for the luxuriously specified 
Tekna variant. 

Acenta versions have 16-inch alloy wheels, suede 
fabric seat trim, body coloured mirror caps and rear 
privacy glass. Top grade Tekna models feature LED 
headlights, 17-inch alloy wheels, a Bose stereo and 
Nissan’s rather wonderful Around View Monitor, a 
system which takes feeds from external video cameras 
to create a bird’s eye view of exactly what’s around 
you. Safety provision is as good as ever, with front, side 
and curtain airbags, ABS and Electronic Brakeforce 
Distribution with brake assistance as standard, along 
with the Electronic Stability Program (ESP). 

Nissan has worked hard to improve the LEAF and 
has clearly listened to customer feedback. Range 
has been improved, equipment levels bumped up, 
driving manners have been sharpened still further and 
practicality is now much better than it used to be. 

Where Nissan has succeeded though, is in finally 
offering us a relatively affordable family-sized pure 
electric car that’s pretty free of compromise, a model 
you could pretty painlessly switch into from something 
conventional. Which leaves us with what? A defining 
moment in electric vehicle history? It certainly feels 
like it.

With the C-HR, Toyota targets a clear and singular 
customer profile. 

Predominantly driven by emotional considerations, 
these customers want individuality, and to be the 
first to try new experiences and products. Style and 
quality are essential considerations in any purchase 
they make, and the car is an extension of their 
personality. 

Inspired by what he learned from meeting with 
these customers, C-HR Chief Engineer Hiroyuki 
Koba focused persistently on their requirements 
throughout the development process, setting high 
demands for design and perceived quality. 

The Toyota C-HR’s unique character demonstrates 
the flexibility that the TNGA (Toyota New Global 
Architecture) gives to vehicle developers in the three 
key areas of design, powertrain and dynamics, 
enabling them to deliver a new and fresh take on the 
increasingly commoditized crossover segment. 

The all-new Toyota C-HR introduces a distinctive 
styling that brings newfound dynamism and 
sensuality to the crossover market. 

4360mm long, 1795mm wide, 1555mm high 
(Hybrid) and with a 2640mm wheelbase, the 
production vehicle remains remarkably true to the 
concept car’s exterior which was first shown at the 
Paris Motorshow in 2014, and which registered 
extremely well with target customers. 

Under the concept of “Sensual Speed-Cross”, and 
featuring a diamond architectural theme with wheel 
arches projecting prominently at all four corners to 
emphasise the new crossover’s strength and rigidity, 
the C-HR modulated structure combines a powerful 
lower body and raised ground clearance with the slim 
and sleek cabin profile of a coupe. 

Viewed from any angle, the C-HR’s combination 
of facetted gemstone-like shapes with fluid surfaces 
and elegantly integrated detailing create a delicate 
balance of precision and sensuality. 

The front represents a further development of 
Toyota’s Under Priority and Keen Look design 
identity. The slender upper grille flows from the 
Toyota badge into the sleek, aggressive wing 
extremities of the headlamp clusters and wraps fully 
around the front corners of the vehicle. 

The movement of the blacked out rocker panel 
towards the front and rear wheels, along with the 
shoulder axis that runs through to the front and rear, 
emphasise the fast-looking, ‘lift-up’ feel of the thin 
body. 

The C-HR’s coupe-like styling is further enhanced 
by disguised rear door handles integrated within the 
C pillar and, essential to the representation of speed 
within the design, the powerful projection of the 
sweeping roofline into a large, highly aerodynamic, 
skeletal frame rear spoiler. 

To the rear, the strongly tapered cabin integrates a 
top-hinged tailgate giving access to the loadspace. 
This contrasts with the pronounced flaring of the 
wheel arches, which give the new crossover a wide 
and extremely powerful stance. 

Standing proud of the tapering body work, 
prominent rear light clusters may also be equipped 
with LED lamp technology to give the rear view of the 
C-HR an equally expressive visual signature. 

Fitted with the latest-generation hybrid power plant, 
the C-HR generates C02 emissions as low as 85 
g/km - a figure unrivalled within its segment - and 
returns combined fuel consumption of only 3.71/100 
km. 

Delivering 90 kW/122 DIN hp, this new hybrid 
powertrain is not only more efficient and lighter 
than the previous system, but also offers sharper 
performance. Detailed design changes to the engine 
have resulted in a thermal efficiency of 40% - a world¬ 
beating performance for a petrol unit. 

Other hybrid system components have been made 
lighter and smaller, and have been repositioned for 
optimum packaging, further contributing to the car’s 
low centre of gravity. 

The C-HR is also available with a new 1.2 litre turbo 
engine, which debuted in the Auris.

Die-hard fans' capital commitment 


SPORT MEMORIES 


EVEN for a group that’s 50 years 
old, this lot have got some outland¬ 
ish tales. 

One of their members has missed only 
one home game in 40 years, they used to 
run out of the players’ tunnel at Molineux 
to supporters chanting their name, and 
they’ve travelled to matches with play¬ 
ers, millionaires and a famous pop star. 

Welcome to London Wolves. 

The club’s oldest supporters’ club - and one 
of the oldest of its kind in the country - is turn¬ 
ing 50. 

They’ve experienced dizzying highs and 
dured devastating lows over the past five dec¬ 
ades - and that’s before you even get started 
on the football. 

It all began in a very different era. Stuart 
Earl, who was there was from day one and is 
the club’s chairman, takes up the story: “Me 
and Dave (Slape, current secretary) met on 
the 9.15 out of Paddington. We saw each other 
every week and just thought there had to be a 
cheaper way of doing it, so we set about organ¬ 
ising coach travel and it took off from there.” 

Switch

Dave added: “I was on the first trip. Two 
weeks earlier we met Jack Howley, the secre¬ 
tary, with about 12 people saying we wanted to 
form a club. The first trip was Plymouth (Octo¬ 
ber 22, 1966, a 2-1 home win).” 

Football worked very differently back then. 
London Wolves would be let in to Molineux 
games for free, with chairman John Ireland 
believing fans who travelled that far shouldn’t 
have to pay. 

They would board a coach from Victoria sta¬ 
tion, but would switch to train travel after a 
couple of years, and have a corner of the North 
Bank allocated to them. Stuart added: “We 


used to come out of the players’ tunnel and the 
North Bank would chant ‘London Wolves’ and 
point at us! It was quite embarrassing.” 

The club’s numbers soon grew. At its peak, 
in the late 1970s and early 1980s, they had 
almost 400 members, with the 1981 FA Cup 
semi-final against Spurs at Hillsborough at¬ 
tracted a record booking of 108 fans. Just a few 
years later, with Wolves’ rapid decline in full 
flow, things were very different. 

Travel secretary Peter Woodifield has been 
with the club since its formation and still kept 
attending event in the dark days of the 1980s. 


Yes, he even went to all three Chorley FA 
Cup games. The Magpies beat Wolves 3-0 in a 
second FA Cup first round replay at Bolton’s 
Burnden Park. “In the Bhatti era you had to 
be a bit more dedicated!” he said. 

“The Third Division, when we were still on 
our way down, it was a real effort to go to those 
games.” 

Mark Feehan joined in 1976, aged 12, after 
spotting an advert in a Millwall programme. 

“You hear people complain today about bad 
games, but you really had to be a die-hard in 
the 1980s,” he said. “You didn’t even know if 


they would put a team out some days. We had 
the conversations about what we’d do if the 
worst happened and Wolves no longer existed.” 
But London Wolves, like the club, survived - 
and thrived. Sir Jack Hayward used to travel 
with them for midweek games (even taking 
part in Dave’s ‘guess the score’ competition), 
as did a host of former players. 

Dexys Midnight Runners singer Kevin Row¬ 
land is a former member, as is BBC presenter 
Jacqui Oatley. 

John Richards is the club’s honorary pres¬ 
ident and the likes of Carl Ikeme, David Ed-

wards and Karl Henry have travelled back to 
London with them in recent years. 

That’s not to say that travelling from Lon¬ 
don to every game hasn’t been without its pit- 
falls. 

There have been several mishaps, delays and 
breakdowns over the years, even as recently as 
last season when horrendous motorway traffic 
forced the group, who travelled to that particu¬ 
lar game by coach, to abandon in Sheffield and 
watch a match in a pub. 

Outskirts 

Peter, who sorts out the club’s bookings and 
match tickets, added: “There was one at Hud¬ 
dersfield in the 1960s the coach broke down 
just on the outskirts of Huddersfield and we 
ended up pushing it up a hill! 

“I’ll never forget that. We missed the first 25 
minutes of that one,” he added. 

The 50th anniversary year was marked 
in style with a golden anniversary dinner at 
Charlton’s ground, The Valley, in July, at¬ 
tended by a host of ex-players and then-boss 
Kenny Jackett. 

A special reception will be held in Molineux’s 
WV1 bar on the day of the Leeds game on Sat¬ 
urday, marking 50 years to the day since that 
first ever trip. 

“I think the reason we all enjoy it so much 
is the social side of it and the camaraderie,” 
Mark said. “We have a lot of away fans trav¬ 
elling with us too. Brentford brought a bag of 
Chinese fortune cookies with them the other 
week to share out. Everyone knows everyone 
and we’re all friends.” 

Stuart added: “My mother thought I’d grow 
out of it, but 50 years later I’m still here.”

BIRMINGHAM went down 50-37 at 
Eastbourne in the first leg of the Nation¬ 
al League Grand Final as they suffered 
just their second defeat of the season.

PROVE COSTLY

IN the end, it was just too little, 
too late for the Baggies. 

It was remarkable that Albion were 
still in the game when Gareth McAu- 
ley scored nine minutes from time. The 
hosts should have been out of sight. 
But you can never write off a Tony Pu- 
lis side, particularly against Liverpool. 

The Welshman hadn’t lost any of his previous 
eight meetings with the Reds, winning two and 
drawing six. The ninth just proved a step too far. 

Now Jurgen Klopp has had time to stamp his 
mark on Merseyside, the five-time European 
champions are a frightening attacking force. 

Catching their free-roaming front five is like 
trying to catch smoke. That goalless draw set the 
blueprint for Pulis, who put 10 men behind the 
ball and looked to threaten on the counter. 

That only happened once in the first half, 
when Nacer Chadli stole the ball and set Matt 
Phillips clear. Apart from that, it was incredibly 
one-sided. Last season, the Baggies soaked up 
endless pressure at Anfield and nearly stole a 2-1 
win. But this time, crucially, Liverpool scored 
two early on.

Craig Dawson was caught out by the dummy, 
giving Roberto Firmino space to run into, and 
then Allan Nyom - who had another chaotic 
game at left-back - lost goalscorer Sadio Mane 
and jumped under the cross. 

If the first Liverpool goal was avoidable, the 
second was calamitous. 

Darren Fletcher’s woeful form continues, and 
the former Manchester United midfielder made 
two mistakes in the build-up to Coutinho’s strike. 

His bouncing back-pass to Ben Foster was, in 
the words of Pulis, a bit ‘fiery’, and then the skip¬ 
per just let the ball hit his legs. 

It’s highly unlikely Pulis will drop his captain. 

One positive is the way the Baggies bounced 
back in the second half. Foster kept the visitors 
in it with another shot-stopping masterclass but 
no-one would have predicted at half-time that Al¬ 
bion would be fighting for a point come the end.
